with  a  combined  population  of  6,000,  and  increasing  at  the  rate  of  100  per  day. 

Surveying,  grading  and  tracklaying  are  under  way  between  Bullfrog  and 
Tonopah,  90  miles  northwest,  and  Las  Vegas,  120  miles  southeast,  which  will  give 
this  district  easy  and  cheap  connections  by  rail  with  San  Francisco,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Los  Angeles  and  other  large  trade  centers,  and  afford  it  the  same  facilities 
enjoyed  by  older  camps.  Before  another  year  passes.  Bullfrog  will  see  the  com- 
pletion of  both  of  these  railroads.

In  addition  to  the  large  inflow  of  capital  into  the  Bullfrog  district  for  mining 
investments,  much  money  has  been  already  expended  in  many  collateral  enter- 
prises which  seem  to  promise  equally  as  large  financial  returns  as  its  bonanza 
mines.

"The  strike  in  the  Hobo  Fraction  on  Bonanza  mountain  continues  to  be  the 
sensation  of  the  day.  In  fact,  the  magnitude  of  the  find  grows  with  every  pound 
of  rock  broken  and  another  big  one  has  most  assuredly  been  added  to  the  Bull- 
frog's list  of  mines.

When  the  Bullfrog-Eclipse  Company  started  its  shaft  it  had  four  inches  of 
vein  matter.  The  vein  has  been  followed  by  an  incline  shaft,  pitching  to  the  west 
at  an  angle  of  about  55  degrees,  until  now  at  the  bottom  the  miners  have  high 
grade  ore  all  around  them  and  the  footwall  is  not  yet  in  sight. 
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Mining  men  who  have  visited  the  Eclipse — and  they  have  been  numerous  dur- 
ing the  last  few  days — declare  that  the  vein  is  one  of  the  prettiest,  most  symmet- 
rical and  best  defined  fissures  in  the  state  of  Nevada.  The  hanging  wall  is  of  por- 
phyry and  there  is  hardly  a  jog  in  the  whole  distance  of  33  feet  followed.  First 
the  shaft  was  in  streaked  quartz,  but  for  the  latter  ten  feet  or  so  the  vein  matt^ 
has  been  solid  quartz.    The  Hobo  has  the  Tramp  ledge." 

BIG  DEALS  DAILY  OCCURRENCE. 

The  best  mining  engineers  in  the  country  have  been  located  in  the  "B^Ho 
district  for  the  past  month,  and  the  big  deals  that  are  now  of  daily  occurrence 
are  apparently  the  result  of  their  favorable  reports. 

James  Farrell,  one  of  the  owners  of  the  Daly- West  mine  of  Park  City,  Utah, 
has  purchased  135  acres  of  Bonanza  mountain  for  himself  and  partners. 

Mr.  Farrell,  before  leaving  Goldfield  on  his  way  back  to  Salt  Lake  City,  said: 

"You  go  into  a  new  mining  camp  and  you  always  expect  to  hear  reports  of 
rich  strikes  and  great  values,  and,  as  a  rule,  when  you  come  to  trace  them  down, 
not  one-fourth  is  found  to  be  true^^S  the  Bullfrog  district  it  is  very  different. 
Nothing  that  I  have  read  of  the,^»imx2^  has  done  justice  to  it.  It  is  impossible 
to  exaggerate  the  surface  indiafflraSfs  *M^-  I  went  down  to  Bullfrog  at  the  re- 
quest of  J.  H.  Shockley.  Mr-^gfi^l^lewJ^g^  been  examining  properties  in  Africa, 
Arizona,  Utah,  California  and^^g||^^^S;he  past  year,  and  I  have  always  con- 
sidered him  ultra-conservative.  "When  he  wired  me  that  there  was  sufficient  to 
interest  me  in  Bullfrog,  I  thought  the  trip  worth  making,  but  I  was  not  a  bit 
over-confident.  Mr.  Shockley  told  me  that  if  I  would  go  down  there,  he  would 
show  me  more  gold  on  the  surface  than  I  ever  saw  in  a  mining  camp,  and  he  has 
certainly  done  so. 

EVERY  VEIN  CARRIES  VALUES. 

"On  Bonanza  mountain  there  are  a  dozen  or  more  well-defined  veins  and  every 
one  carries  values.  Every  vein  shows  rock  that  will  pan  gold.  I  do  not  often  get 
enthused  over  new  prospects  and  new  mines,  but  I  frankly  admit  I  never  saw 
anything  like  this.  I  made  a  panning  from  the  300-foot  ledge  on  the  Tramp  claim 
on  Bonanza  mountain,  and  it  was  the  biggest  panning  I  ever  saw  in  my  life.  The 
panning  was  made  from  rock  taken  from  an  entirely  new  spot  at  a  point  within 
200  feet  from  the  side  line  and  800  feet  from  the  end  line  of  the  Equitable  group. 
We  had  perhaps  two  handfuls  of  dirt,  pounded  it  up  in  a  mortar  and  took  out  the 
coarse  pieces  of  rock,  because  we  were  in  a  hurry.  The  quartz,  as  large  as  peas, 
we  threw  away.  The  gold  was  very  fine,  and  as  I  said,  it  made  the  biggest  pan- 
ning I  ever  saw. 

"One  of  the  things  that  impressed  me  most  was  the  regularity  of  the  veins 
on  Bonanza  mountain.  On  all  the  claims  I  noticed  the  veins  run  the  same  way. 
They  run  as  straight  as  a  gun  barrej^^^ns  like  these  do  not  stop  short  as  though 
they  had  been  cut  off  with  a  kni^^Tr^  country  looks  better  to  me  than  Park 
City  ever  did.  You  will  get  m^MMHRlu^^L  one  ton  of  quartz  on  Bonanza  moun- 
tain and  Montgomery  mounta^^^mnso^^ill  get  in  five  of  Park  City's.  When 
you  strike  ore  bodies  in  Bullfp^^^Bw|MS^^imense  values  at  once.  In  Park  City 
where  the  mines  are  making  fortiines  for  their  owners,  there  is  a  lot  of  low  grade 
stuff  to  be  contended  with." 

BULLFROG  NATIONAL  BANK. 

Mining  Company.  The  interests  of  this  company  are  divided  among  L.  L.  and  W. 
F.  Patrick,  Sol  Camp,  William  Cochran  and  Walter  Smith.  There  are  eight  claims 
in  the  group,  upon  all  of  which  active  development  and  exploration  work  is  un 
way.  Several  shafts  have  been  started  and  the  main  working  shaft  is  now 
104  feet. 

The  Chicago  Inter  Ocean  of  May  28,  1905,  says:  "Another  sensation; 
is  reported  on  the  property  of  the  Bullfrog  National  Bank  Mining  Compan 
is  situated  on  the  north  half  of  Ladd  mountain,  near  Rhyolite.  Sol  Camp^^^^ 
intendent  of  the  Montgomery  Mountain  Mining  Company,  picked  a  sample  of  ore 
from  the  bottom  of  the  new,  or  second,  shaft  of  the  Bullfrog  National  Bank,  at  a 
depth  of  twenty-five  feet,  which  was  assayed  by  N.  H.  Simons  of  Rhyolite,  and 
gave  returns  as  follows:      Silver,  103  ounces;   gold,  247  ounces.     Total  values. 


$5,000  per  ton.  This  shaft  is  100  feet  from  the  original  shaft^  that  is  down  104 
feet,  and  is  apparently  on  the  same  ore  shoot,  proving  that  the  vein  is  at  least  100 
feet  wide  and  that  the  values  are  continuous." 

Beatty  Bullfrog  Miner  (July,  1905)— The  125-foot  shaft  of  the  National 
nk  mine  has  run  into  a  ledge  of  richer  ore  at  the  bottom  than  they  have  been 
■etofore  passing  through  in  this  shaft.  An  assay  on  the  ore  went  $97.39.  The 
runs  north  and  south  and  dips  to  the  west.  They  have  gone  into  it  now  six 
'  n  feet,  and  the  7x9  foot  shaft  at  the  bottom  is  all  solid  ore.  They  are  not 
to  tell  how  big  the  ledge  is.  It  is  a  brown  quartz.  The  shaft  has  passed 
rough  about  ninety  feet  of  low-grade  ore  panning  free  gold  all  the  way.  It  is 
proposed  to  go  down  300  feet  at  least  and  cross-cut  at  the  100-foot,  200-foot  and 
300-foot  levels.  A  gasoline  hoist  is  now  in  operation.  The  National  Bank  made 
a  new  and  rich  strike  a  few  days  ago  on  their  property,  on  top  of  the  ground, 
about  100  yards  north  of  the  main  shaft.  An  assay  ran  $1,180.60.  The  owners 
are  not  yet  able  to  tell  definitely  the  extent  of  this  ledge.  But  "there  is  a  house- 
ful of  it,"  said  Billy  Cocorane,  in  charge.  The  first  gold  strike  on  the  National 
Bank  was  made  by  Cocorane  in  the  wash  on  the  surface  last  September. 

Beatty  Bullfrog  Miner  (June^  1905) — A  large  pieceof  ore  spattered  all  over 
with  gold,  that  would  run  into  the  thousands  of  dolla^ra^^as  seen  by  the  writer 
last  week,  which  came  from  the  Montgomery- ShosharashiJt,  at  a  depth  of  over 
100  feet.

A  recen^^toB^fl  this  kind  to  Goldfield,  Tonopah  and  Bullfrog,  who 
was  called  by  hi^BsBLJiMBR^  employers  from  South  Africa  and  dispatched  to 
Nevada  to  report  on  tEB^'tow  mining  developments,  in  an  interview  had  in  this 
city,  states  that  the  new  gold-quartz  fields  give  every  indication  of  being  one  of 
the  permanent  and  greatest  gold-bearing  sections  of  the  world.  *  *  *  As  the 
railroads  now  occupying  Nevada  territory  are  all  developing  their  lines  as  rapidly 
as  possible  to  tap  the  new  gold  fields,  cheaper  transportation  is  one  of  the  things 
which  may  be  fairly  expected  to  be  soon  provided.  When  that  happens  the  whole 
mining  world  is  sure  to  be  stirred  to  its  depths  by  the  magnitude  of  the  output  of 
these  new  gold-producing  districts.  There  is  really  greater  activity  in  mining  in 
Nevada  today  than  in  any  mineral -producing  state  in  the  West,  and  prospecting 
is  being  carried  on  there  on  such  an  extensive  scale  and  over  so  large  an  area  that 
many  important  developments  may  be  reasonably  expected  in  the  near  future.
